WEST VIRGINIA BAN 
ON NATURAL GAS IS 
OPPOSPINSSTATES 

Action of West'Virglnto to Cat On 
Ontipit of Hatnnl Ctoa Amiea 

Qenerai Assembly of Ohio to 
AcUon— Woald Affeet 
UtyiTOhk 

Oflloiato of gas oompanlea in Ohio, 
Kentucky and Pannsylvanto will 
watch efforts to be made by John 0. 

Price, Ohio's Attorney General, to pre- 
vent West Virginia from putting Into 
effect May 18 a law to cut oft trans- 
portation of naturi^i gas into another 
staU, W. Y. Cartwright, vioe presi- 
dent of the Union Oas and Bleotric 
Co., of CinolnnatI, said Friday. 

"The state win have the moral sup- 
port of every gas company in the three 
states. A combination of gas compan- 
ies to prevent the measuiy would pro- 
bably have been eSeoted if the state 
had Uken no action." 

Passage of the action will mean 
cutting off of upward of 99,000,000,- 
000 of the 169,000.000,000 cubic feet 
of natural gas said to be consumed 
In Ohio annually. 

"It is Impossible now to say what 
effect the measure would have <^ 
the natural gas industry," said Cart- 
wright. "It would present the alter- 
native of returning to coal fires or 
using artlflclal gas, which, while car- 
rying a reduced heating value, would 
be much more expensive." 

Prices would increase more than 
20p per cent, Cartwrlgjit estimated. 

The proposed West Virginia law 
would greatly affect Maysville as to 
Ita gaa aupply. Maysville is on iim 
direct West Virginia line which lead.s- 
to Cincinnati and a curtailing of the 
natural gas supply would greatly af- 
fect us. However, as we are Bast of 
Clnelnnati, we are In a better position 
than artf the people ly that city and 
Cincinnati's flKht mi thp m.nttor will 
be In a way oiir own flght Maysvill- 
lans who are users of natural gas will 
watch with much Interest the fight 
Just started by the Attorney Oeneral 
of the State of Ohio.

BREAD IS TO BE 
BEVie BY U. S. 

Food AiiffllnlstraUon OSIeiato WoaM

Washington, March 7— The nickel 
loaf of bread may soon return to the 
market basket of tbe housewife, food 
admlntotration officials, said today. 
They are working on a plan, aaid to 
be nearly ready (or iubmlsstott to 
Herbert Hoover and Preoldent Wilson, ■ 
to utilize the billlon-dollar wheat 
price guarantee fund for decreasing 
the price of four to bread-makers and 
still keep wheat prices to 12.28 to the 
fhmor. 

The tentative plan embraces the 

taking over the flour supply of the 
country at a normal profit te the mill- 
ers and selling It to fhe public at a 
loss of $2 a barrel. 

They express no doubt that the for- 
eign demand 4or wheat will be suffic- 
ient to keep the wheat price up to the 
government's guaranteed figure. 

Officials say that with wheat at 
$2.26 a bushel, the flour can be bought 
fairly by the government for $8 a bar- 
rel, after the by-products saved In 
making the flour and for a fair proflt. 

But to Insure the five-cent pound 
loaf, the fiour must cost not more than 
$6 a barrel to the breadmakers. 

The plan considers the government 
absnrbinj; this loss of $2 a barrel at 
a total coat of $500,000,000. Thua the 
consumer would get the five-cent loaf, 
the farmer the $2.26 price and the 
government's appropriation be used 
to decrease the bread price, instead of 
boosting the wheat price, offletkis 
pointed out » 

The Pood Administration and the 
Department of Agriculture in estimat- 
ing this year's stimulated wh^ crop 
place the /figure at about 1,IOO,MO,000 
busheto. : 

Of this probably 660,00b^00a bnaheto 
will be needed for domestic use, al- 
lowing bout 650,000,000 bushels for 
export nd carry-over. About 300,- 
000,000 ushels can be safely export- 
ed. It Is believed, leafing the 
seed an( other carry-over needs.

For forty years tha lantalitaa camp- 
ed in the Sainatio Wildamaaa and 

lived on the manna wbioh Ood gava 
them. During that time all who came; 
up out of Egypt over twenty yearn 
old bad died, save Caleb and Joshua, 
Aaron and Moaea bad died. Ood bad 
taken Miwiaa to tha Sumnlt of Mount 
Nebo, and had given him a view of 
the promised land, but would not al- 
low him to enter it, because in his an- 
ger be bad not honored Ood when he 
drew water from the rook. 

Tha laraalltaa ara now aneampad on 
the banks of the Jordan opposite Jeri- 
cho. It Is at the season when the Jor- 
dan overflows its banks, from the 
melting of the snow on the mountains 
of Lebanon. Ood had chosen Joshua 
as tha aueoaaaor of Moaea aa oomnmn- 
der-ln-ohiat of tha hoata of Israel. The 
lesson la Ood'a chargle to Joiihna. He 
had been In training for forty years. 
He was one of the twelve spies who 
with Caleb made the minority report. 
They declared that though there were 
glanto in the land and walled cities, 
yet Ood would give them the victory 
beeauae be had promised to do so 
Now, Joshua has the honor of leading 
his people into the land and of divld 
ing If among them. \m\ always hon 
ors the faith of bis people, and he al 
so honors those that exercise faith In 
him. Farther on in the atory we learn 
that Caleb had the honor of capturing 
the strong hold of the giants, who 
gave him such terror to the ten spies 
and through them to the Israelites 
and their lands became the portion 
given to Caleb's family. It pays to 
honor Ood. "Him that honoreth Me 
will I honor, and he that dleplseth .Me 
shall he lightly esteemed." 

The promotion of Joshua was the 
result of forty years of training. He 
had been intimately associated with 
Moaea during all thla time. We might 
call him his private secretary. He 
was also bis military leader, and had 
won the battle with the Amelikitea 
He went with Moses when he received 
the tables of stone from tho hands of 
Ood. He had witnessed the displays 
of divine power In tha phtguea of 
Egypt, at the Red Sea, and in the 
wilderness. Other miraelee are to be 
brought if the Israelites possess the 
land of Canaan. The natlve.s that in 
habit.Tted the land must bo conquered 
before these could possess It, and from 
a human standpoint they were not 
equal to the taak, unleaa Ood gave 
mighty aid they must fhll. The flrst 
obstacle was the swollen Jordan 
There were no pontoons. How should 
they get over? God's command was 
for the priests to bear the ark and 
march Into the stream. That looked 
baaardouB. But aa their feet touched 
tha water tha river diridad as did the 
Red Saa, and they paaaad ovar dry 
shod. 

Leadership Is essential to the suc- 
cess of all great enterprises. Men 
will follow a courageoua leader any 
where be will lead them. 

Let na note hora that tha world s 
greatest laadera have ham man of 
high character, that is tlfe men that 
have lifted the world to higher levels 
and started it to ereater achievements. 
Alfred, the Great, is still looked upon 
as England's greatest King because of 
hla aaaltad character and bis wise 
aad ' bfiuaeiaBt irtatamaaahlp. The 
atna ta true of Walhtilitoil and Lin- 
coln, and from present Indications the 
man in the White House will rank 
with them for the same reasons 

But all men cannot be great as the 
world calls greatness. But tha gos- 
pel has a plan to ayka ovary man 
great In tha ai^t of Ood. "If any 
among yon would ha gnat let htai be 
the serrant of all." 

It is only by his service to mankind 
that any man can become great. It is 
the work of the Sunday School to 
train leadara for the Kingdom of Ood 
i.ot thla thought ha kept la mhid: The 
ohureh maat ha^ Isaiira aa wall as 
fbe army. Ut aa aaa to it that this 
work Is not anlialid, alaa oar work 
will fall.

WaeUagtan, March 7— lUly has 
been warned by the Amerloaa Govern- 
ment that unless she puts an and to 

delays In movements of relief supplies 
to the newly-established Jugo-Slavlc 
and Czecho-Slavic States, steps will 
be talien to cut off the flow of Ameri- 
can foodstuffs to Italy. 

It was sUted today in an author- 
itative quarter that the Itkllaa Gov- 
ernment had caused intolerable condi- 
tions by the ))loclutde she has Imposed 
against the Jugo-Slavic countries and 
wliich operates also against the 
Csecho-Slovaks. The blockade has not 
been wholly effective because the 
United Stetes has been able to deliver 
much food where it was needed, but 
many delays have been caused, but 
many delays have been caused, result- 
ing often In holding up supplies the 
need of which was desperate. 

Reports from Paris of the existence 
of chaotic conditions because of the 
blockade have not been conllnned here 
but It is known that' much unneces- 
sary suffering has been caused, direct- 
ly attributed to the stand taken by It- 
aly. News from Paris that representa- 
tives of Great Britain and France 
were outspoken in their condemna- 
tion of the attitude ot Italy, had been 
cabled to the United' States, but the 
action of the American Oovernment in 
sending its warning to Italy was taken 
before that news came. 

No. reply baa yet been made by the 
Italy Government 

Italy has been depending in large 
measure on the United States for food- 
stuffs. The disintegration of Russia 
and the <Iepredatlon8 of the Central 
Powers in Rumania cut off European 
sources of wheat, so that In 1918 this 
country shipped Italy 16,000,000 bu- 
shels and S,OOQ,0(N) barrehi of flour. 
This cereal ration was supplemented 
by 2,000,000 bushels of com. 

Italy also has looked to the United 
States for meat, taking 46,000,000 
pounds of canned beef, !),000,000 
pounds of fresh beef, 98,000,000 
pounds ot bacon and 1,000,000 pounds 
of lafd lut year. Other purchases 
from this oountry included 20.000,000 
pounds of B^mon and 30,000,000 
pounds of Bim.'ii
